i he biggest cry usually is for some sort of government 
unde, writing, on the theory that this would largely eliminate 
the iHvor-see. my pressures that result from large scale 
pr.va e financing. 
Puerto Rico already has a law providing government cam­ 
paign support but unluckily it has been in use through only 
one major election. Thus a recent study of its effects yield* 
only tentative findings. 
The Puerto Uican law specifics available sums in its main 
body, rather than leaving this to separate appropriation. 
The 1960 experience was simple but striking; public fund-* 
ran out long before the campaign ended. Those parties 
which could find supplementary private source* did so, 
nometimes by methods which in fact defeated the aims of 
the government financing statute. 
The Citizens’ Research Foundation, which looked into this 
case history, suggests in its report that total dependence on 
government campaign support might not be such a good 
idea, anyway. 
Fear is expressed that such arrangements might make 
the parties “creature* of government” without proj>er inde­ 
pendence. Another concern is that unless private supporters 
bear some of the money burdens, their tien to the party will 
be weakened. 
The Puerto Rican example, of course, is so limited both 
in time and in scale that it barely brushes some of the 
knottier problems. 
What with TV and jet travel, U.S. presidential campaign­ 
ing has become absurdly expensive. Natural questions are 
how much money Congress might be willing to vote, what 
part of the total it might w ish to assign to levels below the 
presidency. 
Hince the Congress itself Is inescapably involved in the 
campaign, H would be on ticklish ground. To avoid charges 
of excess where it* own members were involved, it might 
solve the dilemma by voting insuffirient amounts for all 
levels. 
In this event, and perhaps bv deliberate choice as a “sen­ 
sible course,” private financing would still be indicated as 
an important supplement. 
Both the Puerto Rican study and other I ’. S. analyse* 
recommend, as part of the cure, vastly broadened individual 
private support. It’s a fine idea, hut nobody has yet offered 
persuasive evidence that, realistically, it could be relied on 
to defray a major portion of today’s mountainous campaign 
costs. We may one day need government help just to get 
the bills paid at all.

To Strengthen Programs 
More Missouri schools than ever 
now qualify for assistance in stren­ 
gthening science, m athem atics and 
m odern foreign language instruc­ 
tion through Title III of the Na 
tional Defense Education Act. ac­ 
cording to Carleton B. Fulbright, 
state director for the D epartm ent 
of Education. 
Fulbright says that now schools 
classified a s Approved and also six- 
director elem entary districts may 
qualify along with others if they 
can provide what is considered ne­ 
cessary adm inistration and super 
vision of the program . 
The N. D. E. A. becam e public 
law in 1958 as a response of the 
Congress to the Russian sputnik 
achievem ents and the critical look 
at American education which fol­ 
lowed. Title III provides m atching 
funds with local school districts 
for the purchase of equipm ent and 
m aterials and necessary minor re­ 
modeling in the fields of science 
m athem atics and modern foreign 
languages. It also provides for ex­ 
pert consultative services to local 
districts. 
N. D. E. A. has helped to give a 
new look to Missouri Public school 
education, Fulbright has said. He 
points to a recent survey of the 
many items approved for purchase 
through the program , among which 
are 3,158 m icroscopes, 4.295 m athe­ 
m atics reference books, 530 tape 
recorders, 566 motion picture pro­ 
jectors, 53 language laboratories 
and 1.341 student science tables. 
Fulbright em phasizes that the fore­ 
going items 
represent 
"only 
a 
fractional cross section of item s in 
the fields of science, m athem atics 
and modern foreign languages ap­ 
proved.” 
In the last fiscal year, total ex­ 
penditures under N. D. E. A. for 
Missouri public schools was $1,717,- 
538.20 with local districts putting 
up $905,935.87 of tiie am ount. Most 
went for strengthening science pro­ 
gram s with 1,355 projects approved 
by the D epartm ent of Education. 
There were also 639 m athem atics 
projects approved and 303 projects 
for modern foreign languages. 
However, so far M issouri Public 
Schools have not m atched all the 
federal money available and thus 
some of it earm arked for the state 
has gone elsewhere. Fulbright feels 
though, that this situation likely 
will end now with full financing of 
the school foundation program mak 
mg money available at the local 
level and with more schools qual­ 
ifying. 
Fulbright also announces a step­ 
ped 
up in . service teacher edu­ 
cation program with eight full 
tim e experts now working for the 
state. Four of the.-e 
are 
in 
the 
science field, two in m athem atics, 
one m modern foreign languages 
and one in audio - visual educa­ 
tion. 'Hiese experts during the pre- 
ont school year have a full .sche­ 
dule of teacher training workshops 
across the state. M eeting in night 
classes with groups of about 25 
or so teachers who often travel a 
num ber of miles to attend, these 
experts provide the latest informa 
lion and methods of teaching.

Fresh demands seem sure to arise next year for new and 
be er ways to finance our election campaigns. 
’in t Aggest cry usually is for some sort of government 
unde writing, on the theory that this would large!) eliminate 
the lavor-seer mg 
pressures that result from large scale 
private financing. 
Puerto Rico already ha* a law providing government cam­ 
paign support but unluckily it has been in use through only 
one major election. Thus a recent study of its effect* yields 
only tentative findings. 
The Puerto Rican law sjiecifie* available sum* in its main 
body, rather than leaving this to separate appropriation. 
The I960 experience was simple but striking; public funds 
ran out. long before the campaign ended. Those parties 
which could find 
supplementary private sources did so, 
sometime* by method* which in fact defeated the aims of 
tbs government financing statute. 
The Citiiens’ Research Foundation, which looked into this 
ease history, suggests In It* report that total dependence on 
government campaign support might not lie such a good 
idea, anyway. 
Fear is expressed that such arrangements might make 
the parties “creature* of government” without projier inde­ 
pendence. Another concern is that unless private supporters 
bear some of the money burdens, their ties to the party will 
be weakened. 
The Puerta Rican example, of course, is so limited both 
in time and in scale that it barely brushes some of the 
knottier problems. 
What with TV and jet travel, U.S. presidential campaign­ 
ing has become absurdly expensive. Natural questions are 
how much money Congress might be willing to vote, what 
part of the total it might wish to assign to levels below the 
presidency, 
Since the Congress itself is inescapably involved in the 
campaign, it would be on ticklish ground. To avoid charges 
of excess where its own member* were involved, it might 
solve the dilemma by voting insufficient amounts for al! 
levels. 
In this event, and perhaps by deliberate choice as a “sen­ 
sible course,” private financing would still be indicated as 
an important supplement. 
Both the Puerto Rican study and other U. S. analyses 
recommend, as part of the cure, vastly broadened individual 
private support. It’s a fine Idea, but nobody has yet offered 
persuasive evidence that, realistically, it could be relied on 
to defray a major portion of today** mountainous campaign 
costs. We may one day need government help just to get 
the bills paid at all.

As late as 1948, long after FDR 
and Harry Hopkins had fed the 
Russians ’ literally tons of super- 
secret technical information on nu­ 
clear fission, along with perhaps 
half our supply of refined uranium ,, 
they were still so much under the J 
spell of the Soviets that the Amer- j 
ican public continued as the White 
House target of what substantially 
amounted to pro-Communism. 
At this point too, our Washington 
Adm ms ti a th e officialdom w a s 
kicking the stilts out from under 
Chiang Kai-shek, our sole hope for 
the retention of friendship and 
communication with oita-haif bil­ 
lion mainland Chinese. A year or 
so later, after U.S. betrayal ot its ; 
ally, Nationalist China had brought 
about conquest by the “Agrarian 
reformers” from Moscow, our of­ 
ficial line was still Red, even to 
the extent of proposals for diplo­ 
matic recognition of Communist 
China.

The N. D. E. A. becam e public 
law in 1958 a« a response of the 
Congress to the Russian sputnik 
achievem ents and the critical look 
at American education which fol­ 
lowed. Tille 111 provides m atching 
funds with local school districts 
for the purchase of equipm ent and 
m aterials and necessary minor re­ 
modeling in the fields of science 
m athem atics and modern foreign 
languages.

N. D. E. A. has helped to give a 
new look to Missouri Public school 
education, Fulbright has said.
